Pioneer cabin has new home

MONA — An old log cabin 
which was once the home of 
Oscar McConkie, grandfather 
of LDS apostle and scholar, 
Bruce R. McConkie, has been 
donated to the Daughters of 
the Pioneers. 

Recently, the more than 
century old log cabin was 
moved from the lot where it 
had been for more than 60 
years to a new home at the 
Pioneer Cemetery in Mona 


Melvin remembered the 
cabin being rolled up the 
center of the then dirt street 
on logs from its original loca- 
tion about a block and a half 
away. His folks purchased 
the old cabin to use as a 
grainery and, therefore, a 
hole was made in the roof so 
the grain could be dropped 
inside. In addition, a concrete 
floor was laid. 

At one time, the cabin had 
a loft, but it is no longer 
there.

As the Valgardsons began the 
process of lifting the cabin 
from the earth where it rest- 
ed, it creaked, growned and 
popped. But the cabin was 
moved intact from the one lot 
to the other. 

Ray and Bill Valgardson 
said special precautions were 
taken with the ancient struc- 
ture. “We did a lot of rein- 
forcing,” said Ray. 

Inside, the movers nailed 
wooden bracing to keep the 
building from shifting as it 
was moved. 


before the cabin was moved. 
A hole was made in the more 
sturdy log and the bottom 
logs were tied to it. 

The cabin was taken to the 
Pioneer Cemetery, a ceme- 
tery which was used only 
until 1869 and where only 20 
people are buried. The first 
person was buried there in 
1853 and then, the few ranch- 
ers in the area were called 
into Nephi until the Indian 
uprising was over and it was 
safe to return to Mona once 
again.
